Alert law officers and a 
bit of pure luck resulted in 
the arrest of a young couple 
Tuesday afternoon on the 
charge of possession of mar- 
juana and several related 
charges.

CHRONIC BRONCHITIS 


Chronic bronchitis is par- 
ticularly common among peo- 
ple in their middle years, In 
terms of disability as well as 
dollars, it is among the most 
costly of all public health prob- 
lems in the U. S, today. 

Chronic bronchitis is 
marked by oversecretion of 
mucus in the lining of the bron- 
chi. To get rid of the ex- 
cess, a cough develops and 
continues for months and mon- 
ths. Often this coughing and 
spitting returns once a year or 
with each infection, lasting sl- 
ightly longer each time, Soon 
the. symptoms become part of 
the patient’s everyday life, All 
year round they are with him, 
The cough is particularly bad 
in the morning, in the evening 
and in damp weather. Inasin- 
gle day, he may spit up as 
much as an ounce of yellow mu- 
cus, 

The cause of chronic bron- 
chitis is prolonged and repeat- 
ed irritation of the bronchial 
tubes. Most often, the irrita- 
tion is triggered by cigarette 
smoking, But among other pos- 
sible sources are infection, 
allergens, and air pollution. 
To help you prevent this dis- 
ease, all sources of irritants 
may be eliminated from nose, 
throat, mouth, sinuses andbr- 
onchial tubes. But most im- 
portant ofall.,.don’t smoke 
cigarettes or allow yourself to 
be in a room where others are 
smoking.

‘CLINIC PROCEDURES 
HISTORY 


An initial history is taken 

on each child which inclides: 
family history, age, and the 
general health of the parents 
and siblings. The presence of| 
allergies, heart diseases, con- 
vulsions, tuberculosis, and ne-- 
uromuseular diseases iin the 
family are recorded as wellas 
details of pregnancey and birth 
and a complete summary of 
growth and development, im- 
munizations, and illnesses. 
; Interval histories include 
activity patterns, appetite, 
sleep patterns, bowel habits, 
susceptibility to infections and 
developmental progress. Emo- 
tional _ relation, adjustments, 
and progress in school are 
also noted. 


MEASUREMENTS 


Height, weight, and tem- 
perature are recorded at each 
visit. Blood pressure is done 
on all children four years old 
and older. 

LABORATORY TESTS 


Routine urinalysis is done 
to check albumin and sugar. 
A blood test is done to check 
iron deficiency and sickle cell 
anemia, if applicable. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 


A complete physical exam 
is performed by the physician. 
He may identify the special 
needs of a child for additional 
investigation and treatment. If 
needed, the child can be re- 
ferred, by the physician, to a 
special clinic in the area. 

All findings are discussed’ 
with the parents by the phy- 
sician and they are given the 
opportunity to ask questions 
‘with time for unhurried dis- 
‘cussions.

Producers DO Not 
Destroy Evidence 


Of Crop Damage 


Disaster program eligib- 
ility for wheat, feed grains, and 
cotton is dependent on evidence 
of crop damage, Rollan Day, 
Chairman of ASC County Com- 
mittee said. Producers who 
believe they may be eligible or 
may later become eligible for 
disaster payments (for wheat, 
barley, corn, grain sorghum, 
and cotton crops) should notify 
the local county ASCS office 
of intentions todestroy acreage 
before actual destructio of 
any crop acreage. 

Mr. Day noted, ‘‘If a pro- 
ducer believes that the disas- 
ter has causes a substantial 
loss to his prograra crops, 
and he chooses not to carry 
a portion of these crops through 
harvest, he should notify the 
county office. He should not 


destroy the residue--nor 
graze, greenchop, cut for 
silage, nor hay the feed crops 
residue until he has notified 
his local county office.’’ An 
ASCS farm visit will be made 
to determine crop loss. 

The disaster program for 
wheat, feed grains and cotton 
is authorized by the Agricul- 
tural and Consumer Protec- 
tion Act of 1973. Coverage 
under provisions of the Act 
extends only to planted acreage 
up to the historical allotment 
fon each farm, 


Districts.

At Headland 


It was strictly “weed day’ 
at the Wiregrass Substation 
on June 29% when a double- 
barreled program brought an 
estimated 270 farmers, chemi- 
cal industry representatives, 
Extension Service workers, 
and farm researchers to the 
Headland unit of Auburn Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station to learn about 
current weed control research.

HOG OUTLOOK 


I saw a report yesterday 
which indicated that during the 
rest of the year hog prices 
should remain in the mid to 
lower 40’s, Next year, how- 
ever, prices maybegintocome 
down onto the high 30’s, The 
main thing that is going to 
determine how well prices hold 
up is the number of pigs pro- 
duced throughout the country, 
Another factor determining 
expansion in the hog business 
is the prices of corn, If 
corn prices increase consid- 
erably, more corn willbe sold 
as cash grain; and this would 
keep hog numbers down and 
prices would remain at a 
high level for the farmer, 

Our marketing system on 
feed grains and other commo- 
dities also is governed by what 
happens worldwide, For exam- 
ple, soybean prices increased 
recently because Brazil’s soy- 
bean crop was not up to 


expectations; and this helped 
the price of soybeans. In 
addition, there is a great de- 
mand for meat, milk and eggs 
throughout the world; and more 
and more countries are using 
Soybean meal as a protein 
Supplement along with their 
grains to feed animals and 
poultry, 

Supply and demand is still 
at work, and weather in the 
United States and worldwide 
has a big affect on production,

PROGRAM FOR ELDERLY 


Probate Judge James 
Sawyer has called a meeting 
of interested individuals for 
Thursday, July 8, to review 
the nutrition grogram for the 
elderly in Coffee County, This 
program will be for people 
over the age of 60 and especia-~- 
lly for low-income groups, I 
believe that about 400 meals 
per day will be served at one 
or more places in the county, 
The group and the county offi- 
cials will make the decision, 
In addition, the participants in 
this program will receive 
counseling service and will be 
able to participate in recrea- 
tion services and health ser- 
vices, 

Funds are provided on a 
90-10 basis, the Federal 
government putting in 90 per- 
cent and others l0percent, The 
program can help improve the 
nutrition of many of our elderly 
people and at the same time 
provide an opportunity for 
people to visit, This will 
help a great deal to combat 
loneliness which is one of the 
big problems for elderly people 
in Coffee County, 


in peanuts. 

Star of the program, which 
featured a walking tour thr- 
ough plots and a lively ques- 
tion and answer session, was 
Dr. Gale Buchanan, Auburn 
Experiment Station weed re- 
searcher who combined “down- 
home” humor with scientific 
data to report his research 
findings. 

Timeliness was called “the 
essence of all good weed con- 
trol methods” by Dr. Buchanan 
in emphasizing the importance 
of herbicide application when 
weeds are small. Even tough 
weeds can be controlled if you 
hit them while they are tiny, 
he said. 

Timing is especially criti- 
cal with bristly starbur, one 
of the most troublesome pea- 
nut weeds, he explained. “Once 
it gets a little size it’s im- 
possible to knock down with 
herbicide sprays,” he de- 
clared. 

The competitiveness of 
crop plants with weeds if the 
crop has the advantage in early 
season was brought out by 
Buchanan in discussing weed 
control systems. Hecited re- 
search showing that peanuts 
kept clean for six to eight weeks 
were able io shade out weeds 
and provide their own late sea- 
son control. He advised con- 
certed efforts toward weed 
control in early season, but 
said he sees little value to 
layby herbicide applications. 

Cooperative efforts of 
Auburn’s Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service and Agricultural 
Experiment Station in planning 
programs suchas the weed tour 
were brought out in opening re- 
marks by Substation Superin- 
tendent J. G. Starling and Ex- 
tension District ChairmanJ.C. 
Bullington. They emphasized 
that all efforts of such exten- 
sion and research programs 
are aimed at serving agricul- 
ture. 

Concentrating on control- 
ling the most serious weeds in 
an infested field was the solu- 
tion prescribed by Dr. 
Buchanan for fields having 
humerous species present. 
When these tough pests are 
controlled, he said, most less 
serious weeds will not be a 
problem. 

Lack of a problem from 
herbicide residue remaining 
in the soil from one year tot 
the next was pointed out by the 
Aubura researcher. This is a 
problem in cooler regions of 
the United States, he noted, but 
not in Alabama, «and particula- 
ly in southern parts of the 
state. The major problem 
here is getting the herbicides 
to last and provide control 
through the season when need- 
ed, he concluded.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: The board of 
registrars of Coffee County is 
hereby directed to purge all 
lists of the qualified electors 
in the county to the end that 
the names of all persons who 
are deceased or nonresidents 
of the county, or have other- 
wise .become disqualified from 
voting in Coffee County, shall 
be removed from such lists, 
and that the name of each qual- 
ified elector shall appear only 
on the list of qualified electors 
for the district and precinct 
in which he resides. 

Section 2. The board of 
registrars shall omit and re- 
move from the lists of qualified 
electors of the county thename 
of any person who fails to re- 
identify himself, in the manner 
prescribed herein, before the 
first day of January, 1978.

The billowing smoke from 
the burning rubber drew a large 
crowd of onlookers, but the 
Sheriff and city police depart- 
ment kept the area free of 
traffic while workers did their 
jobs. 

No one was in any of the 
buildings at the time the blaze 
broke out. Cause of the fire was 
still unknown and no estimate 
of damages has been compiled. 

All the burned buildings 
belonged to the Brooks estate 
and reports are that the family 
had dropped all fire insurance 
two years ago.
